Says crisis expert 

Governmental upheaval 

\ 

-reason for drug abuse

The recent governmental turmoil in 
Washington, capped by Richard 
Nixon's resignation as President, has 
apparently done more than just cause 
political skepticism. It has also 
triggered an upsurge in drug abuse. 

“People are feeling very alienated 
and oii of it, especially about 
economics with the current unem- 
ployment and inflation rate,” said 
Leonard Mel nick, director of the 
Romulus Help Center. n It’s all very 
depressing to people, and as there’s 
more turmoil and uncertainty in 
society, there’ll be more drug abuse. 

“Americans are responding to the 
political, social and economic upheaval 
in a very personal way, and that has led 
to more drug use,” he said. “Drugs are 
here to stay.” 

MELNICK. 29, and director of the 
Help Center sponsored by the Romulus 
Drug and Abuse Council, further ex- 
plained that today people are finding it 
extremely difficult to cope with the 
world situation. 

“A chart was made by an expert 
working at the Western Wayne Coun- 
seling Center, a private institute, which 
showed there was a great rise in ‘in- 
takes’ (new drug patients) after Nixon 


resigned,” he said. “Hieir leader was 
resigning and many people justcouldn’t 
handle it anymore, so they went to 
drugs.” 

Melnick, who helped organize the 
private, non-governmental, non-profit 
Help Center oh Goddard Road four 
years ago, claimed unprescribed drug 
usage is just as prevalent today as in 
the oeak days of LSD in the late 1960’s. 

The only cfifference now, he claimed, 
is what is being taken and why. 


••THERE IS more and more use of 
alcohol, which definitely is a drug, 
because it is cheaper and easier to get,” 
he said. “Seven years ago when the 
LSD movement began, the emphasis 
was on consciousness-expanding, or 
•turning on.' Today, more and more 
people want to ‘turn off so their 
problems don’t bother them. 

“Kids now use drugs to party with,” 
he continued. “There jict isn’t the 


intellectual curiosity today that there 
was in the 1960!s.” 

Melnick said youngsters are, in ef- 
fect, playing "Russian roulette” with 
drugs. 

‘The tragedy is that kids are willing 
to take incredible risks,” he said. 
“They are mixing drugs and rarely use 
them singularly. Young adults today 
are naive; some of them don’t really 
know about the drug they just took— 
just how they feel. 


••ABOUT 75 .per cent of the time we 
find that the drug a kid took was dif- 
ferent than what he thought it was. It’s 
like playing Russian Roulette in a 
way.” 

A timely example of Melnick’s belief 
that youths are willing to take risks on 
the drugs they buy on the streets, oc- 
cured last week at Milford High School 
in Oakland County. 


Eleven students there were 
hospitalized after taking overdoses of a 
potent animal tranquilizer commonly 
called PCP (phencyclidine), which the 
students apparently thought was 
another supposedly less harmful drug. 

Because of the trend in combining 
^ugs, the Help Center has 
channeled its drug counselintg in that 
(Erection. Melnick said the center deals 
with “poly-drug abuse”, for example, 
mixing marijuana, alcohol and 
tranquilizers. 

DESPITE THE seemingly 
sophisticated manner of some users in 
combining drugs, Melnick said they 
nonetheless aren’t too choosy in what 
they consume. 

“Kids will use what they can get 
because that’s what they have access 
to,” he said, adding that the most 
prevalent substances in Romulus are 
alcohol and marquana, followed by 
PCP. 

The Help Center, funded 85 per cent 
federally and 15 per cent by the city, 
provides drug, job and family coun- 
seling to residents of Romulus, Huron 
Township, Belleville, Van Buren and 
Sumpter townships. Its patients 
average inage from 29-25, Melnick said, 
but are as young as 12 and as old as 57.

West aims to unseat Owen in race 


State House 22nd District post at stake 


A former leader of the Ypsilanti 
Township Republican Committee will 
challenge the 2-year Democratic in- 
cumbent in the Michigan House of 
Representatives 22nd District. 

Twenty-three-year-old Lee West of 
Ypsilanti will attempt to unseat State 
Rep. Gary Owen, 30, in the district 
wrach includes Van Buren Township, 
Belleville and a portion of Romulus. 

West, a graduate of Eastern 
Michigan Universitv. is an advertising 


executive, while Owen boasts two years 
of state service after serving on the 
Ypsilanti Township board for two years 
prior to his election. 

OWEN SAID HE favors establishing 
••reasonable i timetables” to rule out the 
possibility of a teacher strike delaying 
the opening of school. 

“But as long as school financing 
depends on the outmoded property tax. 
there will be problems, particularly in a 
time like we have today where inflation 


outruns the economic expansion of 
districts, *' he added. 

Owen said he sees a solution to 
teacher strikes if the state takes over 
financing districts with systems 
allowed to levy miUage for “enrich- 
ment” programs. 

West said he hates to see “the 
classroom placed in a factory at- 
mosphere” by a teacher strike. 

••THE WHOLE LABOR-management 
motif may not be applicable in 


schools,” he added. “But then, the 
employes’ ultimate power is the right to 
strike for fair wages. 

“I think the teacher strike problem 
could be overcome with a total system 
of accountability, where the teacher is 
accountable to the student and his 
parents, the student is accountable to 
the teachers and the parents are ac- 
countable to the teachers.” 

West sees a big problem in govern- 
ment “in public apathy of the voters 


due to an unresponsive government.” 

“Citizens have to be convinced that 
responsible elected officials must be 
placed in office, so they can learn that 
government serves them, and isn’t 
feigned to be served by them,” West 
explained. 

HE ADDED THAT he agrees with 
giving citizens an “alternative” on the 
sales tax for food and drugs, but does 
not back repeal of the food tax 
“because the income tax which will be 
necessary to make up revenues will 


be more for the families than the sales 
tax.” 

Owen said the people of his district 
“deserve more state input,” such as 
the state intervention in the Wayne 
County Road Commission take-over of 
the Willow Run Airport and the im- 
provement of Belleville and Ford lakes 
by the State Department of Natural 
Resources. 

“We must develop this area for 
recreation,” he said. “The people 
deserve more opportunity to enjoy their 
environment.”

Both candidates were asked to give

He explained that unemployment can 
be eased by eliminating the tax on food 
and drugs and keeping taxes down 

He added that passage of two slate 
bond issues for mass transit and the 
Vietnam Veterans bonus will aid the 
economy, although they will increase 
taxes to pay off bonds

for new judicial 


TWo Belleville area attorneys are com- 
peting in the Nov. 5 general election for the 
judgeship in the 34th District Court, 
headquartered in the City of Romulus. 

Vying for theposition are attorneys Fred H. 
Hogan of 6111 Rawsonville Rd., Ypsilanti, 
who has offices in Belleville; and Henry 
Zaborowski of 40454 Alden Dr., Belleville. 

Both attorneys were nominated for the non- 
partisan post in the August primary election. 

THE NEW JUDGESHIP for the court was 
provided fa* under provisions of Public Acts 
145 signed by Gov. William G. Milliken this 
year. It provides for the election of additional 
judges in three district courts in the state, 
including the 34th district court. 


'Die new judge will join the court’s present 
Judge James B. Stone, who has four more 
years to serve of his 6-year term. 

Hogan has been a Belleville area resident 
for the fast 23 years. He also has been prac- 
ticing law for that same time period. He has 
served as a Belleville city councilman, 
Sumpter Township at torney a nd J ustice of the 
Peace for Van Buren Township. 

Zaborowski, a resident of the district for 34 
years has been practicing law far 11 years. He 
presently is Sumpter Township attorney, 
Romulus School board attorney and has 
served both as a prosecutor and defense at- 
torney. 


HE IS MAKING his second bid for the court 
post He was defeated by Judge Stone in the 
1972 election He led tlree candidates, in- 
cluding Hogan, in the August primary elec- 
tion. 

Zaborowski said his strong legal 
educational and service background ensures 
a positive future. His opponent is placing 
emphasis on his many years of legal ex- 
perience and qualifications. 

'Hieformer candidate is offering a platform 
of strong and complete law enforcement to 
protect residents with justice for those who appear 
before the court; the establishment ot an 
effective probation program to rehabilitate 


deserving offenders especially youthful of- 
fenders with & ug problems and the establish- 
ment of a “much needed night court in 
Sumpter Township. 

He added that case workers will be 
recruited in a new program to be set up with 
related departments at University of 
Michigan and Eastern M ichigan University to 
work in the probation program with the court. 

STUDENTS IN THE fields of sociology and 
psychology would work with youthful of- 
fenders as volunteer probation officers. 

Hogan said Ns 23 years of legal practice as 
well as six years as a justice of the peace for 
Van Buren Township and Belleville qualify

him for the court post. 

He argued that the justice of the peace 
courts which were abolished in 1968 when the 
district court system was established 
“basically are similar," in the type of work 
done at the present district courts. 

As to his opponent’s night court proposal, 
Hogan said such a court w ould use up the time 
of judge who is needed to help ease the burden 
of the case load during the day. 

Hogan said Judge Stone already has 
established a complete and functioning 
volunteer probation program of 32 trained 
volunteer officers who actively supervised 
probationers.

A newcomer to politics will attempt 
to unseat an 8-year veteran of the 
Michigan Legislature in the 13th State 
Senate District race. 

James D. Walaskay, 30, of 44153 S. 
Umberland Ct., Canton Township, has 
challenged Democrat William Faust, 
45, of 8228 Ravine Dr., Westland, for a 4- 
year term in the 13th district. 

Both candidates are attempting to 
represent an area which includes 
Garden City; Westland; Romulus, 
Belleville, Van Buren, Huron, Canton 
and Sumpter townships, and a portion 
of Taylor. 

WALASKAY IS married and has 
three chil&en. He is attending Wayne 
State University. 

Faust, a former tovnship supervisor 
in Westland, has earned a bachelor’s 
degree from the University of Michigan 


and is working on his master’s degree 
at Eastern Michigan University. 

Both candidates favor some form of 
state regulation for teachers who are 
negotiating with their school districts to 
cut down on teacher strikes. 

Faust is favoring a strict timetable 
for school negotiations with binding 
arbitration being mandatory for 
teachers, if the timetable isn’t met. 

WALASKAY SAID there may be a 
need for outside arbitration in settling 
teacher disputes, but adds that 
teachers should be more accountable 
for their work to parents and ad- 
ministrators alike. 

“Maybe someone higher than 
teachers or school districts should be 
called in to help settle negotiations,’’ he 
explained, adding that he did not 
disagree with teachers’ right to strike. 


"if they receive an inequitable offer.” 

Walaskay said he favors the bond 
issue fa* mass transit on the Nov. 6 
ballot, but adds “more should be done 
to include the Canton-Van Buren area 
in the plans. 

“By 1990 this area of the county will 
be booming,” he added. 

FAUST AGREES WITH need for 
transit, but added: “It will mean more 
than providing transportation. It means 
jobs for area residents and an op- 
portunity far lovrer-income persons. to 
seek jobs in places other than their 
immediate area.’’ 

Both candidates say they favor land 
use legislator to help guide com- 
munities in their planning.

He noted that an area high 
school girl was treated for a 
PCP overdose last week. 

Romulus High School 
Principal Joel Carr said he 
feels the drug problem in that 
school is perhaps not quite as 
serious as the county average, 
hut admitted the school’s 
strict drug abuse policy 
migit be driving the drugs 
“underground.” 

IF A STUDENT is ap- 
prehended for the use, sale or 
possession of “any controlled 
substance’’ — including 
alcohol, marijuana and other 
drugs— in transit to or from 
school, an investigation is 
launched followed by his 
possible suspension. 

'Jhe case then goes before 
the‘ board of education for a 
hearing “to determine the 
student’s fate," Carr said. 

“Our policy is probably one 
of thestaunchest in the state,” 
he explained. “Many schools 
just suspend the student for a 
few days. But we want to 
make it dear that we will not 
tolerate this.”

Here's the rundown 

Statewide ed races 


confusing

On the Michigan political map, the 
race for statewide education posts is 
the closest equivalent to the Sahara 
Desert 

Candidates for the state board of 
education and the governing boards of 
Michigan State, Michigan and Wayne 
State exist in a faceless state of near 
total anonymity. Once on the ballot, 
their fate is determined by the shifting 
political sands which blow around 
them 

In a Democratic year. Democratic 
candidates win. In a Republican year, 
Republican candidates win. It’s been 
that way every election year and there 
is no sign this year will change. 

IN THEORY, the idea of having the 
persons governing education in the 
state elected by the people is fine. It’s 
just a bigger version of the local school 
board election. 

But in practice, it becomes a 


hopelessly confusing mess as voters 
just don't have the time or inclination to 
figure out who each candidate is. In 
practice it isn't anything at all like the 
local school board election and never 
will be 

Here is a brief rundown on the major 
party candidates for each of the four 
education boards. Two will be elected to 
each board. 

MICHIGAN STATE 
BOARD OF EDUCATION 

— James F. O’Neil, 50. a Republican 
incumbent from Livonia who is running 
for his second term. O’Neil is an 
executive with Ford Motor Co. who 
wants to see free college tuition for all 
students. 

— Barbara Roberts, 32, a Democrat 
from Lansing who is a teacher. She is 
executive director of a group of nine 
education associations in Lansing and 
w r ants to see establishment of a 


statewide preschool education program 
for the handicapped, more career 
education in schools and a system for 
accountability in education. 

— Florence F. Saltzman, 52, a 
Republican from Franklin wants to see 
the board improve its relationship with 
the legislature and wants more 
guarantee of local control of schools. 

— Roger t Ti lies, 28, a Democrat from 
Swartz Creek who is an attorney and 
former employe of the Michigan 
Education Department. Tilles opposes 
the idea of a statewide system of ac- 
countability. saying it would stifle 
creativity. 

MICHIGAN STATE UNIVERSITY 
BOARD OF TRUSTEES 

— John B Bruff, 45, a lawyer and 
Democrat from Fraser who would like 
to see the tuition burden on students 
eased, starting by charging no tuition 
for the first two years. Bruff previously

Voters must reject C 


The third proposition to be decided by Michigan voters in 
November — whether to repeal the state’s sales tax on food 
and drugs — has developed into the biggest issue separating 
the two major party gubernatorial candidates. 

Proposition C is the only issue to reach this fall’s ballot 
through the petition process. It was put there by 300,000 
signatures gathered by the Michigan Citizen’s Lobby, a 
consumers group which has proven the most effective in 
moving and shaking government. 

The idea of repealing the tax on food and drugs first sur- 
faced over a year ago in the Democratic legislative ranks. It 
was pushed for a while by Rep. Bobby Crim (D-Davison), as 
part of his abortive attempt at his party’s gubernatorial 
nomination. 

THE IDEA fell flat, however, as legislators looked at the 
budget for the coming fiscal year and saw there was no way 


they cou)d repeal the $200 million a year the tax on food and 
drugs brings in and still balance the budget. The idea of an 
offsetting tax increase in an election year was politically 
undigestible. 

Then in January, Gov. William G. Milliken picked up an 
idea originally put forth by Republican legislators to blunt 
Crim’s proposal — a series of income tax credits for lower 
income families designed to, in effect, pay them back the 
sales tax they paid on food and drugs. 

The Milliken proposal cost $35 million, compared to the $200 
million for total repeal, and was compatible — barely — with 
budget plans. It passed the legislature overwhelmingly. 

But the Michigan Citizen’s Lobby wasn’t satisfied and 
pushed ahead with its petition drive to repeal the four cents 
per dollar tax on food purchased in a grocery store and the 
two cents per dollar on prescription drugs. 


And vote Kavanagh 


Michigan has had one court of justice 
for the past decade, a concept com- 
manded by the 1963 state constitution 
which is more easily stated than it is to 
put into practice. For whatever high 
ideal is approached, it still must he 
implemented by man. 

Much of the credit for fashioning the 
ideal into reality must be accorded 
Chief Justice Thomas M. Kavanagh 
and his leadership 

Kavanagh, as chief justice, has been 
the spokesman for the court and ad- 
ministrator. During his time, the court 
has changed from a group of shrill 
prima donnas to a bench known for its 
dignity and reason. 


Kavanagh’s latest attempt to im- 
prove the judiciary b a proposal for the 
state to finance the entire court system, 
relieving the counties and cities of a 
financial burden but, more im- 
portantly, removing from the system of 
justice a potentially untoward 
pressure. 

Kavanagh, who served two years as 
state attorney general before his 
elevation to the court in 1957, is seeking 
re-election this Nov. 5 and Panax 
Newspapers endorse his candidacy. 

The second Supreme Court position 
open this year is occupied by Justice 
John W. Fitzgerald, a former local 


judge, who served as a leader in the 
State Senate and became a 
distinguished member of the State 
Court of Appeals 

Panax Newspapers endorse Fitz- 
gerald for a full 8- year term on the 
Supreme Coirt. 

We are impressed with the 
qualifications of Circuit Judge Blair 
Moody Jr., of Wayne County, and 
Circuit Judge Allan C.‘ Miller, of East 
Tawas, nominated by the Democratic 
and Republican parties respectively 
However, we feel that Kavanagh and 
Fitzgerald should be given the op- 
portunity to continue their service.

— Raymond W. Krolikowski, 46, a 
lawyer from Birmingham who is a 
Democrat and agrees that tuitions 
should be lowered. 

— Frank Merriman, 54, a Republican 
from Deckerville who is running for 
reelectioa Merriman is a dairy farmer 
who would like to see the university 
take an expanded role in agricultural 
research, instruction and in its 
agricultural extension programs. 

— Kenneth W Thompson, 66, a 
Republican f rom East Lansing who is a 
retired executive of Michigan Bell 
UNIVERSITY OF MICHIGAN 
BOARD OF REGENTS 
—Dona Scott Parker, 30, a 
Republican attorney from Howell who 
feels students are paying enough tuition 
and any further income increases 


should come from other sources. 

—Sarah Power, 39, a Democrat from 
Ann Arbor who is cn leave from being 
assistant chairwoman of the U-M’s 
Commission for Women. 

— Thomas Roach, 45, a Democrat 
from Grosse Pointe Park who is an 
attorney. Roach wants to see the 
university reduce costs, obtain more 
governmental, alumni and industrial 
financing and expand loan programs. 

— David F. Upton. 52. a Republican 
from St. Joseph is president of an ab- 
stract and title company. Upton wants 
to work to build support for the 
university financially and 
philosophically tohelp it through a time 
of rising costs and reducing 
enrollments. 

WAYNE STATE UNIVERSITY 
BOARD OF GOVERNORS 
— Michael Einheuser, 23, is a Detroit 
Democrat who is an administrator for 


the Detroit Transit Alternative. Wants 
to see Wayne State treated as an equal 
to MSU and the U-M by the legislature. 

— Mildred Jeffrey, 62, a Democrat 
from Detroit who is a veteran United 
AutoWorkers Union official. She wants 
to assure adequate state funding for the 
university and to enlarge private 
donations. 

— Norman Stockmeyer, 67, a 
Republican appraiser from Westland, 
is an incumberft on the board. Stock- 
meyer would like state to issue bonds to 
fund low cost student loans and wants 
Wayne to keep students fees at a low 
level so many can afford them. 

— Frank B Walker, 43, a physician 
from Grosse Pointe Park running on 
the Republican ticket. Walker wants 
the university to look harder at the 
private sectcr far financing to take 
some of the pressure off tuition fees and 
state and federal funding.

Gubernatorial race is 


The easy thing to say about this 
year’s gubernatorial contest in 
Michigan is that it’s a rerun of four 
years ago. 

That’s true to a certain extent. After 
all, the two main contestants again are 
incumbent Republican Gov William G. 
Milliken and Democratic challenger 
Sander M. Levin. 

But once you get past that, the 
similarities are few. Four years have 
passed since Milliken edged Levin by 
44,000 votes and the issues have 
changed considerably . 

FOR INSTANCE: 

— four years ago Levin contended 
Michigan was on the brink of financial 
ruin This year he contends the state 
can cut its income by $200 million per 
year and stiD balance the budget

without any compensatory increase in 
another tax 

— four years ago Milliken was 
campaigning as a 2-year incumbent 
who inherited the office from George 
Romney. He said he had begun a job he 
wanted to continue Now he says he has 
done a good job and offers voters a 
record of “performance, not 
promises.” 

four years ago the election came 
during a General Motors strike that 
shook the state at its financial roots 
There is no strike this year 

— four years ago Richard Nixon was 
President and Milliken kept both him 
and Vice-President Spiro Agnew as far 
away from Michigan as he could This 
year he had President Gerald Ford 
make a special trip to Michigan to 


warning 


speak at a fund raiser and he has been 
very open in praising vice-president 
designate Nelson Rockefeller 
— four years ago the Democratic ticket 
was led by Sen. Philip Hart, who buried 
his Republican opponent Lenore 
Romney in a 900,000 vote landslide. This 
year the gubernatorial candidates are 
at the top of the ticket. 

— four years ago Levin conducted a 
somewhat standard moderate to liberal 
Democratic campaign, but this year he 
has been sounding like a conservative 
Republican, talking about waste and 
“fat” in governmental budgets and 
calling for crackdowns on welfare 
abuses. 

— four years ago the issue of amnesty 
for draft dodgers and deserters 
wracked the Democratic Party and its 
statewide candidates disavowed an 
amnesty resolution which slipped 
through the state convention. Now an 
amnesty plan is in effect under the 
auspices of a Republican President and 
Levin said he supports it. 

— four ^ear$ ago the issue of 
parochiaid was perhaps the crucial 
issue and busing for racial balance was 
something done in the south. Now 
parochiaid is a dead issue and the 
Supreme Court has struck down a cross 
district busing order for the Detroit 
suburte 

SO. WHILE the names may be the 
same, few other thing* are. 

Milliken four years ago was expected 
by many to serve out his term and 
retire. He hadn’t actually told anyone 
that’s what he’d do, but that was the 
impression many had But he made it 
clear after about a year that he actively 
was considering yet another term and 
as the calendar moved closer to elec- 
tion year it became obvious what he 
would do He already has said if he wins 
this will be his last term, that 10 years 
would be enough

As a comparative old timer, I notice they come closer together now I also 
notice a lot of new people in our area who have not been through one of our 
elections.

credible vote getter of any proportion. 
Heis Zolton Ferency, one of the original 
anti-Vietnam critics who lost his 
Democratic Party chairmanship 
because of his opposition to the war. 

Ferency has formed his own party, 
the Human Rights Party, and it has 
shown strength in several areas, 
particularly the campus communities 
of Ann Arbor and East Lansing.

Voters to decide its fate 


Politicians have been handed an 
explosive plaything in the proposition to 
repeal the four per cent sales tax on 
food and drugs . It is an invitation to the 
rawest kind of demogogy, a textbook 
case of buying votes now and paying off 
with financial disaster next year. 

Proposition C was placed on the Nov. 
5 ballot by the Michigan Citizens Lobby, 
a formidable reform organization with 
good instincts and a mover and shaker 
of inspiring merit 

But there is no mechanism or 
promise to replace the $80 million 
repeal will cost the first year and $200 
million in succeeding years at a time 
when budget anaylsts are forecasting a 
$600 million deficit for 1975 

Even before the sales tax repeal got 
on the ballot, responsible people were 


anticipating that an increase would be 
needed in the state income tax. 

With inflation, labor costs and other 
factors, they’re talking about a $3 
billion state general fund budget in- 
cluding the repealed portion of the sales 
tax, andan increasefrom 3.9 percent to 
4.4 per cent increase in the income tax. 

Gov. William G. Milliken opposes 
repeal for reasons of fiscal respon- 
sibility Democrat Sander M. Levin 
favors it, stating that it and all other 
financial problems can be solved by 
reducing other state spending. Cutting 
state spending by one-third is a pipe 
dream, an idea useful only in a political 
campaign to attract votes from 
desperate people 

The idea isn’ t new. It first saw light in 
the 1950s when farmer Gov. G. Mennen 


Williams’ Democrats were ever- 
conscious of the plight of low income 
families and the elderly on fixed in- 
comes. It also was before the state 
income tax. 

Democratic leaders in the legislature 
generally favor repeal, but part 
company with Levin on the rationale 
that the loss can be covered by cutting 
state spending. 

The biggest chunk ol state money 
goes to the Big Three, education, 
mental health and welfare, all areas 
that legislators find impossible to 
reduce 

Proposition C is the right idea at the 
wrong time for Michigan and voters 
should reject it as a matter of 
responsibility.

Candidates air plans for college trustee post

Only three of the four 
candidates seeking a spot on 
the Wayne County Community 
College (WCCC) Board of 
Trustees were represented at 
last night's “Meet the Can- 
didates Night" at John Glenn 
Higi School in Westlanand. 

More than 100 area 
residents, most of them WCCC 
students, turned out to hear 
candidates Garth Christie and 
James McCartney and a 
representative for Ann Perez 
speak on the issues con- 


fronting them in their race for 
the District Seven trustee seat 
for the college. 

District Seven includes most 
of Westland, Wayne, Inkster, 
a portion of Canton, Van 
Buren, Sumpter and Huron 
townships and Romulus. 

CHRISTIE, a 20-year-old 
urban education student at the 
University of Michigan- 
D ear bom campus, said his 
main concern in his campaign 
is improving facilities, 
curriculum and community 
relations for the college. 


McCartney, director of the 
Plymouth-Canton Economic 
Development Commission, 
said his main concern was to 
improve counseling, improve 
library facilities and develop a 
core center in the District 
Seven region. 

Dorothy Furie, speaking for 
Miss Perez, whose brother 
died recently, said the can- 
didate is concerned with 
student needs at WOCC. 

Missing was candidate 
David McDonald. 

CHRISTIE SAID WCCC 
"has to improve both facilities 


and course offo-ings" for the 
students and cited a need for 
more vocational education 
training the college’s 
curriculum 

He added that “the word 
has to get out on the college" 
to help boost student 
enrollment. 

McCartney said: “I've been 
involved since the concept of 
WCCC was first proposed and 
see a need for more funding, 
particularly at the federal 
level." 



He added that his ex- 
perience, as a former Wayne 
County Board of Com- 
missioners member would 
enable him to lobby for fun- 
ding in both state and federal 
government 

As part of his campaign, 
McCartney promised those 
who attended the meeting that 
he would seek more input 
from thecitizens of the area to 
help guide him in his decisions 
concerning the college. 

HE INDICATED that the 
college’s citizens advisory 
committee "needs to broaden 
its activities" tosample public 
opinion. 

Christie said that as a 
trustee he would seek more 
imput from the citizens of the 
area "by being available.” 

' "I wiD go out and talk to 
people to find where my duty 
lies as a trustee,” he added. 

Christie suggested that the 
college could work with local 
school districts, possibly by 
pooling resources, to build 
facilities area students will 
need for vocational education. 

“Funds should be offered as 
an inducement to help provide 
facilities,” he said. 


McCartney said that while 
he is concerned with im- 
proving facilities: “I’m 
concerned that all the money 
will go to capital im- 
provements when some should 
go to c^iality education. 

“We should have facilities, 
but should have quality 
education first.”

Bikers may be cause 
of many auto collisions 


Bicycle sales have tripled 
during the last decade, 
especially in Western Wayne 
County and deaths and ac- 
cidents on bikes have doubled. 

Biking is a pollution-free 
way to travel, and it ^lso can 
be fun, healthy, and cheap. 

Bike riders are supposed to 
observe most of the 
regulations and signals meant 
for cars, but many don’t. A 
recent study of accidents 


involving bicycles and cars on 
the West Coast showed that 
bikers had violated the traffic 
laws in almost 70 percent of 
the cases. Hie most common 
violation was not obeying stop 
signs. 

A report by the Oregon State 
Highway Division also showed 
that bikers made far more 
errors than drivers did. Most 
accidents happened because 
bikers didn’t yield the right of

Federal agency issues tips

residents can save money and 
help “WIN” the battle against 
energy waste, if they do what 
they can to conserve gasoline. 
President Ford has appealed 
to the American public to 
“drive at least 5 per cent 
fewer miles” and do even 
better than five per cent by 
carpooling, taking a bus, 
riding a bike or walking. 

To give you more 
suggestions on how you can 
make you car’s gasoline go 
further, the Federal Energy 
Administration has compiled 
thirty tips for the motorist. 
Owners of small pickup trucks 
also will find these tips 
helpful. 

Here are some tips on how 
you can save gasoline when 
you drive: 


START SLOWLY. Ac- 
celerate gently except when 
entering high-speed traffic 
lanes or when passing 
Drive at steady speeds. Hold 
a steady foot on the ac- 
celerator as long as traffic 
conditions permit On the 
highway, “seesawing” or 
repeatedly varying the speed 
by 5 miles per hour can reduce 
fuel economy by as much as 
1.3 miles per gallon. 

Avoid excessive idling. 
When you stop the car, don’t 
idle the engine fer more than a 
minute. If you are waiting for 
someone, turn off the engine. 

Consolidate your driving. 
Combine short shopping and 
commuting trips to reduce the 
miles traveled for each action. 

PRE-PLAN YOUR trips. 
Figure out which route will 


require the least fuel. Allow economical as driving in whenever possible. Use routes

And last year a study of 600 
bicycles accidents, which was 
conducted by the Consumer 
Product Safety Commission, 
showed that two-thirds of the 
accidents resulted from riding 
double on bikes designed for 
one, performing stunts, losing 
control of braking, and hitting 
bumps and ruts. 

Safer cycling is possible. 
Observing regulations helps. 

Keeping bikes in good con- 
dition is important, too; 20 
percent of accidents are 
caused by mechanical and 
structural failures.

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Board urges support 
of veterans' bonus 


The Wayne County Board of Com- 
missioners has urged public support for the 
Nov. 5 ballot proposal which would provide a 
bonus for veterans of the armed services who 
served during the Vietnam Era. 

Ballot Proposal B, if given voter approval, 
would provide a bonus up to $600 for some 
veterans in Western Wayne County and the 
rest of the state who served in Vietnam. 

‘ Our veterans deserve at least the same 
consideration that has been extended to 
veterans of World War I and II and Korean 
conflict.” said Board Chairman Robert E. 
FitzPatrick. 

He noted that the State of Michigan has 
already paid a military bonus to veterans of 
both world wars and the Korean conflict, and 


asserted that * 'Michigan also owes a debt of 
gratitude to the heroic veterans of Vietnam." 

FitzPatrick recalled that the com- 
missioners adopted a resolution in June which 
called for payment of the bonus and asked for 
support from Wayne County residents. 

Proposal B would authorize the state to 
borrow $205 million to finance the program 
which would award a bonus of up to $600 to 
combat veterans and a maximum of $450 to 
non-combat veterans based on months of 
service at $15 per month. Beneficiaries of 
deceased veterans would also qualify. 

The county board chairman called the 
measure “essential and necessary to 
maintain the Michigan tradition of respect 
and appreciat ion f or the fathers and sons who 
have sacrificed for us in time of need."

The Van Buren Town ship Board of Trustees 
has approved the issuance of one of its two 
remaining Class C liquor licenses to 
Nickerson and Nickerson, Inc., of Omaha, 
Neb., a nationwide chain of restaurants. 

The firm intends to construct a new 
Nickerson Farms Restaurant on Belleville 
Road, just north of 1-94 

Representatives of the firm had filed a 
license request with the Michigan Liquor 
Control Commission (MLCC) as well as with 
the township trustees. The recommended 
approval by the township board will be for- 
warded to the MLCC. 

COMPANY representatives said their new 
restaurant will be open by “late spring or 
early summer." It will have a cocktail lounge 
featuring live entertainment. 

Van Buren Township Supervisor G. Elton 
Gollwitzer disclosed that the township’s one 
remaining liquor license is being kept as an 
inducement to any large concern which might 
consider locating in Van Buren Township. 

Currently there are about seven liquor 
dispensing establishments in the township, it 
was noted. The MLCC alloted the township 


three new’ Class C liquor licenses based on 
population increases as reflected in the 1970 
U S. Census. 

One of the liquor licenses had been issued to 
a new cocktail lounge and restaurant that 
opened in the township more than a year ago 

IN OTHER matters considered by the 
township board at its recent session was the 
approval of a lease extension to Dec. 31, 1975 
on the use of 11 acres of township property by 
the Detroit Edison Co. 

Tlie 11-acre land parcel, part of the 101-acre 
recreational park located on the north shore 
of Belleville Lake, will be used by the Edison 
Company asan “Edison Pole Training Field" 
as in previous years. 

TTie 101-acre recreational site now known as 
Van Buren Park was given to the township by 
the Edison Co. as a gift in December, 1973.

Judicial candidates have diverse backgrounds

A law-abiding citizen can go 
for years not knowing or 
caring much about courts 
Besides, if he lives out in 
Western Wayne County he will 
probably say the courts are all 
in Detroit and he never goes 
down there anyway. 

Such a person might spend 
his entire life without 
becoming involved in a court 
case if he is able to keep his 
spouse happy, his children 
orderly, his neighbors 
friendly, and his business 
associates satisfied; if he 
remains financially solvent, 
pay's all bills and fulfills all 
contracts; if he is never in- 
volved ina serious accident; if 
he does not commit or become 
victim of a crime; and if he is 
never called as a witness or a 
juror. 

However, upon his death, 
his estate will go to probate 
court for settlement. 

IN ADDITION to settling 
estates, Wayne County 
Probate Court handles cases 
pertaining to mental in- 
competents and to minors, 
including adoptions, changes 
of name, guardianship and 
juvenile delinquency. 

'Hiree judges for probate 
court are to be elected on Nov 
5, each to receive a salary of 
$36,330 annually. 

Willis F Ward, a Detroit 
resident and currently 
probate judge, is unopposed to 
fill a vacancy for the current 
term ending Jan. 1, 1979. 

Four candidates competing 
for two new seats with 6-year 
terms are Y. Gladys Bar- 
samian, Thomas A Maher, 
Harold M. Ryan and Samuel 
L. Simpson. 

THERE .ARE other courts 
to deal with other situations. 

A police .car in Wayne 
responds to a report that a 
man is attempting suicide. As 
a police officer approaches the 
.man’s house, a shotgun blast 
from inside hits him in the 
head. The officer is 
hospitalized and eventually 
dies. A suspect is arrested and 
brought to trial in the 3rd 
Circuit Court in Detroit. 

Circuit court hears cases 
involving crimes committed 
in Wayne County but outside 
Detroit It also hears civil 
cases, those involving two 
private parties rather than a 
crime against society, when 
$10,000 or more is at stake. 
Divorce and domestic 
relations are within its 
jurisdiction. 

Wayne County voters will 
elect 14 circuit judges this fall, 
each to serve fa* six years at a 
salary of $40,157. 

FIVE NEW seats wiU be 
filled from a list of 10 can- 
didates including the county 


prosecutor, a former Detroit 
mayor and judges in various 
lower courts. 

The candidates are Irwin H 
Burdick, William L Cahalan, 
John J Conley, Andrew 
DiMaggio, Richard D Dunn, 
Roman S. Gribbs, Thomas L. 
Poindexter, Joseph B 
Sullivan, Henry J Szymanski 
and Daniel J Van Antwerp 

Nine additional seats for 
regular terms now ending will 
be filled from 11 candidates, 
nine of whom are incumbents

Four judges are to be 
elected fcr the 1st District 
Court of Appeals. The district 
includes Wayne, Washtenaw 
and Livingston counties. 

Judges serve 6-year terms 
at $41 ,961 annually. 


Two new seats are being 
added, the judges to be 
selected from four candidates 
and all curent judges in lower 
courts.

Architect calls for over haul 


One of America’s foremost 
experts in the field of thermal 
energy storage, solar heating, 
and energy conservation 
design has called for a radical 
overhaul in the processes by 
which structures are designed 
and engineered, charging that 
in an age of growing energy 
shortages, contemporary 
buildings are wasting vast 
quantities of irreplaceable 
energy. 

In his position paper, 
“Energy Conservation and 
Architecture,” delivered at 
Hillsdale College’s Center for 
Constructive Alternatives, 
John Robertson Cox, the 
architect commissioned to 
design the U.S. Post Office’s 
first solar heated and cooled 
postal facility, challenged the 
architectural community to 
stop the ‘‘sprawl of slick, 
glass-sided energy wasting 
monuments” as a major step 
in conserving energy supplies. 

“For the most part, con- 
temporary structures con- 


Contemporary buildings are 
wasting irreplaceable energy 


finue to reilect a belief in an 
unlimited energy resource 
supply,” Cox told the Hillsdale 
sumposium. 

Repeating his testimony to 
the Senate Commerce 
Committee, Cox said energy 
wasting structures are 
common in America because 
“the concepts of energy 
conservation have not been a 
maipr criteria fa* . building 
design. If the environmental 
systems of a building a re to be 
energy efficient, the building 
design itself must be energy 
efficient.” 

Buildings of the future, Cox 
claimed, will be energy ef- 
ficient only if planning begins 


with analyses of the effect of 
climate, topography, 
vegetation, sun, and wind on 
the orientation and con- 
figuration of a building. From 
this base the designer can then 
proceed ratiooally to decisions 
regarding other architectural 
considerations -from, siting, 
wall construction, openings 
for light and ventilation, color, 
shading and landscaping. 


Then the designer can use the 
technology of air conditioning, 
heating, and lighting systems 
to fine tune the building to the 
levels of comfort desired.” 

Cox, who is co-authoring a 
book on energy conservation 
in buildings, said that we 
possess more knowledge 
about aivirommental factors 
than ever bef<re, but we have 
generally failed to translate 
available technology into 
energy efficient design. The 
reason for this Cox said, is 
that too many costly design 
decisions are typically made 
before environmental and 
energy decisions are con- 
fronted.

What do you do when one group says, "No," while the other 
says, "Yes"? 


A question was raised by a group of parents whose little 
ones have been playing in the Western Suburban Junior 
Football League, "why not names?" they asked. 


Why not? 

That’s a pretty big league when' one considers that there 
are four teams from Westland - Jets, Meteors, Rockets and 
Comets; two from Garden City - Panthers and Tigers; two 
from Ypsilanti - the Braves and Hurons, plus teams from 
Northville (Colts), Romulus (Flyers) and Belleville 
(Cougars) making up the league. So you can’t turn your 
backs to any question they ask. 

Consider, if you will, that each of these teams has a fresh- 
men, junior varsity and varsity unit. That’s a lot of mamas 
and papas on the sidelines, isn't it? 

Well, the question came up last night about the use of 
names in stories pertaining to the league. In the past the 
league categorically refused to allow any member team to 
use the name of their players. 


And you know how much fun it is for a sports writer to write 
a football story without names It is about as funny as the old 
Abbott and Costello "Who’s on First" act. 

Apparently, the league has changed its philosophy and 
mellowed in its 14th year of existence. According to Dave 
Novak, the league president. "It’s OK to use names, now ” 

"AT ONE TIME we refused to allow the use of names in 
connection with our football releases," said Novak who is in 
his second year of a two-year term as president. "But, we 
have changed all of that. 

"However, we still adhere to the practice of not, let me 
repeat, not, publishing league standings or playing for any 
championships. ' v 

"We feel that the competition is strictly for the kids who 
want to learn the fundamentals of football and sport- 
smenship Also, these kids are too young to have that sort of 
pressure put on them." 

We’re talkii*} about kids who are nine through 10 for fresh- 
men, nine-12 for junior varsity and U-13 for varsity grid 
competition. 

NOVAK POINTED OUT that the 13-year-olds were 
enrolled this year on a trial basis and no decision had been 
made whether the league wiU allow that age group to play 
next year. 

The players are also classified according to weight. If a 
player is too heavy, even though he may be qualified because 
of his age, he usually will have to either lose weight or play in 
the upper age bracket. 

Novak also pointed out that, in his opinion, "the football 
program was one of the most successful youth programs in 
the area and, it’s ail on the volunteer basis." 

Then where’s the money coming from to suit up the army 
of young gridders 0 

Novak said that the organization has a variety of fund- 
raising activities throughout the year, including candy sales, 
donation and receipts from concessions set up at the games 

"We have one rule that we ask all members to adhere to," 
said Novak, as he whipped out his rules’ book and read: 
"Commercialization of the Western Suburban Junior 
Football League program which would benefit a business wiU 
not be permitted. The sole aim of any contributor in time and 
money should be to assist youth and help their community to 
become a better place in which to live.

anticipation notes and pay the 
delinquent tax totals of school 
districts, townships and so on 
in the county in full base on an 
audit 

The fund would then assess 
and collect the delinquent tax 
for the taxpayers. 

By March 1 each year, 
various school districts and 
other county governments 
should know their respective 
delinquent tax totals, ac- 
cording to Van Buren 
Township Treasurer Ralph 
Hedman 

Currently delinquent tax 
bills are ref erred to the W ayne 
County Treasurer’s office for 
collection. 

A bill has been introduced in 
the Michigan Legislature 
(House Bill 5189) that provides 
an increase of f rom one-half of 
one percent to three-quarters 
of one per cent on delinquent 
tax bills, Hedman added.

Township plans class 
in snowmobile safety 


All Michigan youngsters 12- 
16 years dd must be certified 
as “Safe snowmobilers” 
before they are allowed to 
operate a snow machine 
without parental supervision. 

For youngsters who plan to 
operate snowmobiles this 
winter, the Van Buren 
Township Parks and 
Recreation Department is 
presenting an excellent op- 
portunity to meet the 
requirements of the state law, 
according to Jeffery G. Clark, 
recreation director. 


In cooperation with the 
Michigan Department of 
Natural Resources (DNR), 
the recreation department is 
offering a snowmobile safety 
class. 

“This course is designed by 
the DNR to provide the 
necessary instruction to 
certify youngsters,” said 
Clark, “All successful 
students will receive cer- 
tificates allowing them to 
operate a snowmobile. 

The participating students 
will receive instruction in 


safety, first-aid, law and 
mechanics The course is 
approximately 10 hours long 
and will be covered in four 
days. 

Students wishing to be 
certified must attend all 
classes at the Van Buren 
Township Hall, located at 
46425 Tyler Rd. , on Nov. 18. 20, 
22 and 23. 

The class time will be from 7 
to 9:30 p.m. at each session 
with the exception of Satur- 
day, when the class will meet 
from 10 a. m. to noon and again 
from 1 to 3 p.m.

provided in this Charter, the foregoing salaries shall constitute theonly remuneration 
which may be paid for services performed by these officers. Upon authorization of the 
Council, reasonable traveling expenses may be allowed for expenses incurred on 
behalf of the City outside of the City of Belleville 
The section being amended or abrogated now reads as follows: 

CHAPTER II 

Section 9 Each member of the Council shall receive as remuneration for his ser 
vices to the City, the sum of Two Dollars ($2 00 > per regular or special meeting ac- 
tually attended, but in no case to exceed Sixty Dollars ($60 00) per year The Mayor 
shall receive the sum of Two Dollars ($2 00) per regular or special meeting of the 
Council actually attended, and in addition to that remuneration as President of the 
Council, he shall receive the sum of One Hundred Dollars ( $100) per year 
Said salary shall be payable semi-annually, and except as otherwise provided in 
this Charter, shall constitute the only salary or remuneration which may be paid for 
services performed by these officers Upon authorization of the Council, reasonable 
traveling expenses may be allowed for expenses when incurred on behalf of the City 
outside the City of Belleville 
The question on the ballot will read as follows: 

CHARTER AMENDMENT PROPOSITION 

Shall the Charter of the City of Belleville be amended to provide that Councilmen 
shall receive a salary of Eight Hundred Dollars < $800) per year, with the Councilman 
designated Water and Sewer Commissioner receiving One Thousand Dollars ($1000) 
per year and to provide a salary for the Mayor of Three Thousand Dollars ( $3000) per 

year?
